faUBJECT: Draft Letter to Mr. Dodge for the DCI*s Signature 


1. I have personally conferred with Allan Evans and with the 
four EIC members representing the Services and the Joint Staff 
regarding the responsibility placed upon the EIC by the Director 
in his conversation with Mr. Dodge. There appears to be unanimous 
agreement that the proposed work can logically be carried out by 

a working group responsible directly to the EIC and that the 
details regarding the formation of the working group, its terms of 
i-eference and its procedures will be discussed at a special SIC 
meeting cal3.ed for Thursday. 

2. A governing factor in the composition of the working 
group is the absolute need for special clearance. Initial indica- 
tions of Soviet activities in this field and the details of terms 
and items involved first appear in special materials and are not 
always duplicated at a later date elsewhere. 

3. It is expected that primary responsibility for the produc- 
tion of intelligence: by the working group will reside with the CIA 
and State members, although the Service members may make some 
significant contributions in the field of arms traffic and may wish 
to designate members to the working group or will at least wish to 
monitor the work. 

ij-. There is a desire on the part of the EIC members to re- 
view the drafts of the quarterly reporting in case these round-ups 
include considerable Interpretation and speculation. 

5 . ORR and OIR are already geared up to initiate this effort 
imraediately following the Thursday meeting.
